New York, Dee. 1.— The career of ! 
the “ oil trust” has officially come to j 
an end. 
The Standard Oil company i 
of New Jersey, sometimes called the j 
father of trusts and perhaps the most 
celebrated corporation in the world, 
w ill no longer control the affairs, as 
the holding company, of more than 
thirty corporations in various branches 
of the oil business. 
These subsidi- | 
aries, which under the decree of the | 
United States supreme court must con- I 
duct independently the various enter- I 
prises, at-N'ime entire management oi j 
their own affairs. 
The oil trust theoretically passed i 
out of existence Aug. 31, when the I 
books containing the records of the I 
company’s stockholders were closed 
for distribution of (lie stock of the sub- j 
sidiaries, but during the intervening 
period of readjustm ent it was neces­ 
sary to preserve the old form to a 
large extent. 
Now the work of dibin- : 
ter rat ion has been c ompleted. 
The task of effecting dissolution wa 
: 
made less difficult bj the fact that the , 
subsidiary companies never had lorf 
their 
identity

their separate officers and boards < i 
directors and to a Ian * extent bav 
conducted their own affairs from tlm 
home offices in whatever states the 
were.

New York, Dec. 1.— President Ta ft’s 
own view of his administration is pre­ 
sented in an authorized interview with 
the president by Francis E. l.eupp. 
which will appear, copyrighted, in the 
Outlook of Dec. 2. 
Mr. Taft discusses frankly his i>oli- 
cles and his acts, his reasons for his 
course on many of the subjects that 
have come before him and outlines 
briefly some of the things he hopes 
to accomplish. 
Mr. Leupp was for 
many years Washington corresjiondent ! 
for the New York Evening Post and 
later commissioner of Indian affairs, 
so that be lias been close to affairs at 
the capital. 
The 
conclusion 
of 
the 
interview [ 
sums up President Taft's own general 
view of his course and his position as 
to a second term. 
“ I assume that you know that it has 
been widely hinted that your tour was 
the opening of your campaign for re 
t lection?” 
"Certainly, as is the case with all 
administrations, mueh of what 1 have 
done since 1 have been in office has 
bail some political color put upon it 
by those who wore inclined to be crit­ 
ical. 
1 he truth is, however, that po­ 
litical considerations have not weighed 
heavily with me, 
I have tried to do 
in each case what seemed to me the 
wisest thing, regardless of its effect 
upon my own future. 


Maintains 
His 
Self-Control. 


"Indeed, in more than one instance 
I have been perfectly conscious whose 
bad blood would lie stirred by some 
act of mine or some refusal to act. 
The circum stance that the same per­ 
sons who hail me. after one applica­ 
tion of equal justice, as a farseeing, 
conservative 
patriot, 
denounce 
me 
after the next as an unreasoning radi­ 
cal, does not greatly disturb my equa­ 
nimity. 
I set that down as 'all in a 
day's work.’ 
“ 1 am very grateful for the hon­ 
ors the people have given me. 
I do 
not affect to deny the satisfaction 1 
should feel if, after casting up the to­ 
tals pro and con and striking a bal­ 
ance, they should decide that my first 
term had been fruitful enough of good 
to warrant their enlisting me for an­ 
other. 
Any man would be proud of 
such a verdict. 
“ But I have not been willing, nor 
shall 1 be, to purchase it at the sacri­ 
fice of my freedom to do my duty as 
I see it. 
My happiness is not depend­ 
ent on holding any office; and I shall 
go back to private life with no heart­ 
burnings if the people, after an un­ 
prejudiced review of my adm inistra­ 
tion, conclude that some one else can 
serve them to their greater advan­ 
tage.” 


Comments on Winona Speech. 


One of the interesting things in the 
interview is the president's comment 
on his famous Winona speech. 
That 
ubjeet is discussed almost 
at 
the 
opening ot the Interview, which in part 
follows: 
“ Speaking of the tariff issue, Mr. 
President, if you could begin your ad­ 
m inistration ngnln, would you repeat 
your Winona speech tom orrow?” 
"In phraseology, no; in effect, yes. 
Had I known as much then as I do 
now I should have realized that there 
are some things one cannot leave to 
be taken for granted. 
I dictated that 
speech to a stenographer on the cars 
between two 
stations and 
glanced 
through It only enough to straighten 
its grammar; it was sent out by the 
press with correspondingly little cere­ 
mony, so that the papers received It 
In all sons of shapes. 
" If 1 had prepared it two or three 
weeks before and revised it deliberate­ 
ly, as 1 ought to have done, 1 should 
have clarified several passages. 
And, 
particularly, 1 should 
have changed 
the sentence where I 
proclaim 
the 
Paryne tariff act the best ever passed. 
The com part tire would have been a 
getter description 
than the superla­ 
tive; for, whatever its shortcomings, 
the act «till contains less to be criti­ 
cised than Its predecessors and it did, 
as a whote, revise the existing sched­ 
ules downward.”

BRYAN URGES ACTION 


ON PARTY PLEDGES

Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 1.— In a three 
page editorial in his Commoner W i 
iam J. Bryan personally addresses the 
Democratic members of congress, urg 
ing them to stand literally and un­ 
equivocally for the redemption of tin 
pledges made in the party’s lust nn 
tional platform. 
Special stress is laid 
by Bryan of the need for action on tn 
following questions:
